Is a New York Dickens Needed ?

Judge Swann, in his complaint of the overcrowd-
ing of the City Prison, calls attention for the thou-
sandth time to the evils of the law's delay. The
congestion Is due, he trnly says, to the form of legal
procedure which prevails here and which is anti-
quated, enmbersome, complieated, prolix and filled
with poessibilities of almost interminable delsy; and
rellef ig to be had only through legislation thor-
oughly amending the code,

A couple of generations ago legal procedure in
England was In similar respeets the worst in the
world. Dickens paid speecial attention to it in a
number of his best works, putting both typieal law-
yers and the system In an everlasting pillory of

e anuouncement that General Felix Diaz bas
heen recalled to Mexico and that he is likely to re
ceive the support of the provisional government in
his eampaign for the Presidency strengthens the ex-
pectation that General Huerta himself will not be
a candidute. 1t may not be expedient for a procla-
mation to that effect to be made gt the Mexlean
capital, The essentiul thing Is that there shall in
fact be no such candidacy.
